| This was the reply of Mr. 
| William Tilden, the famous pro- 
fessional and former Wimbledon 
champion, when a Morning: Post 
representative asked him for his 
opinion on the suggested innova: | 
tion that servers should be al- 
lowed to swing the foot over the 
line, ; 

“T consider that all the rules, as 
they stand, are perfectly sound,” 
he said: “To adopt auch a rule 
would be practically an admisston 
that the footfault judge does not 
know his business, 

“This sort of attitude is alto- 
uether wrong; instead of praising 
ft man with an unbeatable service, 
certain people seek to reduce tho 
game to a standard of mediocrity, 
to devise menns whereby everyone 
can stand up to him. a 

“[ hold that anything a man can 
du with a tennis racket is legitim- 
ate; itis all purt of the game. “And 
there is no reason to interfere with 
the existing footfault rules.” 

VALUE OF CANNON BALLS 

Speed of service docs not play 
too big a-part in the game, accord- 
ing to Mr. Tilden, and he does not 
consider, that it constitutes a serious 
handicap to players of a certain 
physique and with a structural 
restriction in the shoulders, 

Service does not carry the pre- 
dominance in the game that it once 
possessed, and the ability to deliver 
uw “cannon-ball” is ono longer a 
criterion of victory. : 

This was once the case, but, says 
Mr, Tilden, Cochet and Lacoste 
gave us the answer to that—and 
Cochet, incidentally, was a man of 
small stature, 

Ambitious young tennis players 
are often in doubt as to the extent 
to which they should specialise in 
the game, and often they desire to 
keep up some other sport as part 
of their training before they reach 
front rank and have little alterna- 
tive but to play lawn tennis all the 
year round, ‘ 

; HOW TO TRAIN 

The problem of secking a suitable 
combination {s not so difficult as 
many enthusiosts belleve It to be. 

While Mr. Tilden holds it to’ be 

well nigh impossible to excel in 
more than one sport, he considers 
all athletics, with the exception of 
‘American football, to be of as- 
sistance in training for lawn tennis, 
or, indeed’ for any other game. 
He particularly commends associn- 
tion ‘football, cricket, golf, basket 
ball or hockey as a diversion for 
those who aspire to great heixhts 
in the lawn tennis world.

REGISTRATION URGED BY 
ANTLMUITSAI BODY 


The Hongkong Antl-Muitsn! Sachets 
is urging upon the nutharities the 
necessity for enforcing registration of 
all adopted daughters, It haw nent 
tho following letter to the Scerctary 
for Chinese Affnira: st 

Sir,—An Chairman of the “ Antl- 
Multsal.;Society, I have the honour 
fo mubmit to the consideration of’ the 
Government views of my Committee 
yespecting, the necessity. of pnasing 
leg Mation for the compulsory — re- 
gistration of adopted daughters in the 
Colony. 

This Society has always maintained 
that the evils arising out of the 
Muitani ayntem nre so intimately con- 
nected with the practice of adopting 
female children, a .condition peculiar 
perhops to this part of China, that 
they need tu be attacked in cont 
nexion with each olher, We have 
‘repuatedly urged the’ Hongkong Gov- 
ernment to den) with the two pro- 
blenia cimaltancously, and as far back 
as in 1032, we submitted a set of 
suggested regulations for ‘this pur- 
pose, © chpy of which. ta herewith 
attached, 

Since, the enforcement of | the 
Female Domostle Service Ordinance 
requiring the regiatration of Muitead 
in December, 1929, ruflletent time has 
elapsed for the formation of impartial 
judgment as to ats effectiveness in the 
suppression of the evil traffic in young 
girly, Our ‘close observation of ity 
working during the part few years 
has only served to confirm our views, 

In spite of the vigilance oof | in- 
xpectors nod prosecutions before the 
Magistrates, it has, became obvious 
that without ita natural collorary, the 
registration of adopted daughters, the 
Act of 19290 will not put nn end to 
the trafle in young: girls, more 
particularly ino respect. of the worst 
class of offenders, these wha pur- 
chase them not for domestic service, 
hut fot rearing uy ns recruits for sly 
prostitution. The abolition of | re- 
xistered brothe)s har mide thins inte 
n very lucrative trade, known — cole 
loquaily as Tso Chu Fa; and those 
engaged in it nny be trusted to make 
use of every means in their pawer, 
Snelucing: legal nid, to evade the pro. 
visions of the iw. A way of escape 
now dies remdy to hand, for it ds 
always open te them to elim these 
Uefnted children ae thelr adopted 
daughters. ‘These children ure as a 
rule well fed, clothed and hooked after, 
Pand may even be yiven some modicum 
of education, to enhance their com. 
mercint value, when they rench 
suitable age. In these clrcumstances, 
n conviction under the Act of 1920, 
expecially when the delinquents are 
defended by clever counsel, mny be 
well-nigh impossible. 

Wo, as n Society, raise no objection 
whichsoever to the prnaetice of adopt. 
ing. children. It is reeogentzed the 
workl over, We are aware that the 
Government, in ite desire not to 
interfere with Chinese domestic life, 
may feel reluctant to pass the neces. 
sury legislation; but we wish to point 
out that cases of bona fide adoption 
have nothing worse to fear than 
visits at rare intervals from a tactful 
and diacrect Inspector, and in’ this 
work, whether in reapect of multxal 
or-adopted daughters, nune others 
should ever be employed. , . 

As the law stands soy the pro- 
visions of the Act of 1929 have failed 
to stop an evil trafic in human lives, 
and we bring our views before you 
for your careful consideration and we 
bog you, Sir, to convey them to the 
attention of Hix Exec! ty the Olllévr

1. \Pime-limit: A period of Bix 
months is prescribed for the registra- 
tion of every adopted daughter in 
Hongkong. 

2. Certificate; At the time of 
registration, all deeds of sale or of 
purchase or certificates of presenta- 
tion ahould be surrendered for can- 
cellation. The Secretary for Chincso 
Afsira, having satisfied himself with 
the status of the girl, will issue an 
ollicint. certificate of adoption. 

i.) Photographs and finger-prints: 
Every adopted daughter who reports 
for registration should furnish two 
photographs of herself, 95 well as two 
sets of finger prints; one to bo placed 
on file with thé’ Sceretary for Chinese 
Affairs, the other to be nttached to 
the certitleate, 

4. Treatment: At the time of re- 
istration, Poth the guardian ond 
udopted daughter must be present. 
The Officer in charge then solemnly 
enjoins the guardian to treat \the 
adopted? daughter as if sho wer vr 
own child, snd not to ill-use ‘her as 
Oo muitsni or neglect or maltreat her 
in any way. 

5. Edueation: The guardian should 
be responsible for the up-bringing of 
her quopted daughter in accordance 
with her own socinl status in tho 
community. . 

6. Penalty: Whenever it is dis- 
covered that tho adopted daughter is 
being uscd og o muitsal, tho guardian 
is linblo to heavy fine; whilo imprison- 
ment Is inflicted on any ono who uses

7. At tho expiry of the period for 
registration, any “ono found guilty 
of buying and selling of girls shquid 
be Ilablo to heavy fine or imprison-

WIDOW TELLS OF TERRIBLE 
TREATMENT BY GANG‘ 


The terrible exporlonee ‘ which 
she and her two. daughtofs ox- 
perienced at tho’ hands -of her 
husband's alleged murderers, was 
related by Yip Choi, continuing 
hor evidence before Mr. W. 
Schofield at the Central Magistracy 
yesterday ‘afternoon, whén com- 
mittal proceedings were continued 
against flve mon, Pun Kam-choi, 
No Wah, Ho Yau, Pun Tak and 
Lau Choung, accused of the mir- 
der of Hau Wan-foi at Chuk Ko 
Wan village, Lantau Island, on 
September 2 last year. ’ 

Mr OW. J. Lockhart-Smith, 
Assistant Crown Solicitor, con- 
duted- the prosecution, and Detee- 
tlve Inapector A. H. Elston was 
presont for tho Police, 

After her husband had been 
struck and dragged out of her 
sight, related Yip Choi, about ten 
men entered her hut and began to 
ranaack it, She was seated with 
her two daughters at a tablo dur 
Ing the * ransacking. She re- 
coxnised all the dofendants by the 


light of five lamps. Ho Wah came 
up to her and anid, “there must 
be more money than what we have 
found.” Tung Kwal also came 


up and said tho same thing to her, 


and someone from inside the hut 


then shouted out, “if thero 1s moro 
money thon we have found, tic 
her up... Ho Wah and Tung Kwai 
then tied her up. | 


Wrists Tied With Hair 


Describing how she and her 
two daughters were Ued up, wit- 
ness said that she was ‘bound to a 
tree with her hands behind her 
back, and her hair used to bind up 
her wrists, Ifer daughters were 
trussed up in s similar manner, 
and the three, of them were tied 
to one tree by the yang, who used 
long new ropes they had brought 
with them. The gang said they 
were going to take herself and 
her daughters to sell them in 
Chinese territory, and threatened 
to kIll them if they shouted out. 
Ho Wah gagged her with a towel, 
and her two daughters were also 
gagged with pieces of cloth. Be- 
fore sho was gagged, she said she 
felt cold, and the gang brought out 
a quilt which was thrown over 
thelr heada. The men snid thoy 
Un go and find her son, and then 
eft. 

Witness sald that the gang must 
have been thero for several hours. 
About 7 am. two Hoklo men came 
from Cheung Wan and released 
them. Sho then noticed that the 
top of the tree, to which they had 
been tied up, had been cut off. 
One of the Hoklo men took her to 


see her husband. Sho thought he 
was dend. His body was lying 
behind her hut, and there were 


bruises all over his face, She also 


discovered later that her moncy, 
comprising $210 in silver and $270. 
in banknotes and three gold finger 


rings, were all gone. ° 


Reported to European 


She then left with the two Hoklo 
men for their hut at.Cheung Wan, 
-und that same afternoon saw what 
looked like n European’s boat sail- 
ing in the bay towards Chuk Ko 


Wan. With the two men she left]: 


in a aampan and reached the 
boat, where she told the European 
what had happened. Later shoe 
pointed out to the European tho 
dend body of her husband, and 
asked him to inform the Pollce, 
and she stayed behind to await 


Tthe arrival ‘of the Police. Prior 
to the murder, they had a fishing |- 


spear in the house, but after the 
murder she did not notice whether 
it was In its place outside the 
door. She had never scen it since, 

The hearing was adjourned, 
after further evidence, until this 
afternoon.

ATTEMPTED ROBBERY 


JAPANESE CASHIER ATTACK. 
ED BY THREE MEN © 


An unsuccessful attempt to rob a 
Japanese cashicr of a large sum of 
money which he was taking to o bank 
was reported to the Police yesterday. 

The cashier, Nakao Yoneo, aged 
10, omployed at Messrs, S, Kato & 
Co., No. 16. Queen's Road Central, 
left his office nt 2.50 p.m. yesterday. 
He went to catch the lft on the second 
floor, and carried in his right hand a 
packet of money containing $1,800, 
wrapped in newspaper, for the Yoko- 
hama Specie Bank, 


Chineso, who had been hovering near- 
by, approached him, and one of them 
produced an envelope with an ad-

New Colou

BRITISH PROCESS 


In a small film. theatre .in 
Wardour-street, London, a fort- 
night ago a private demonstra- 
tion was held of an invention 
which may be worth a fortune. 

‘During the Jast six years film 
Inboritorics have spent thousands 
of Sounds in trying to solve the 
secret of natural colour photo- 
graphy. 

Two Englishmen, who have 
experimented for 16 years in an 
underground Jaboratory near 

’ Clapham Common, S.W., claim 
to have found it. : 

They screened about 500 foct 
of specimen film several times 
over... The ‘actual photography 
was bad—the specimen shots had 
been made with Httle more than 
a makeshift camera, and the print 
was badly cut and seratched. 

But the colour itself was sur- 
prisingly yood. 

In its ability to get flesh tints 
which has always been one of 
the. stumbling blocks to colour 
photography—it showed results 
which are considered to be bet- 
ter than anything I had pre 
viously seen. : 
A battery of four lenses is used 
in the new method. * : 

One of them takes a atraight- 
forward black-and-white: negative, 
similar. to the ordinary negative of 
a monochrome film. The other 
three have filters, each lens being 
screened to photograph its . own 
primary colour. 

The system, to be known as Kos- 
tock Fotrcolour, has pti? been 
registered here and in the United 
States.

A fine of $15 Was Imposed by
